Your Superintendent of Schools has attended to 


i the duties of his office and presents the following 


report: 

There is, as there always should be a good inter- 
est in our public schools, and the committees of the 
several districts have endeavored to secure compe- 
tent and experienced teachers as far as the public 
money would allow. This is becoming year by 
year a more difficult task because of the increasing 
number of branches taught. How far this can be 
carried with the greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber, is an open question whatever more our com- 
mon schools may accomplish in teaching the high- 
er branches of education without sacrificing the pri- 
mary. JBut let us carefully see to it that these are 
not neglected either by teacher or scholar. I have 
made no change in text books during the year save 
that a few of Patterson’s Grammars have been 
taken by beginners. 

I.think it better adopted to the wants of our 


schools than Reed & Kellogg's. 


The ranking system with cards for weekly reports 
has been kept up in most of the schools. Some 
system of this kind is of great value and should be 
continued. Thus far the cards, also the “Roll of 
Honor Certificates” have been furnished at my ex-

pense without charge. Some of the school rooms 
are not properly furnished with blackboards, and 
more care in the preparation of the surface might 
be profitably given to nearly all of them. 

In respect to the teachers I will say as last year, 
I will not attempt a running criticism, mention- 
ing each by name. Nearly all the teachers to have 
done good work; a number of them take high 
rank as instructors and have been appreciated by 
the districts where they have taught. Your super- 
intendent will gladly help these teachers situations 
in a better way than a few words appended to their 
names after the old style. Prudential committees 
are invited to address him whenever they may think 
it for their interest to do so, and he will cheerfully 
render them all the aid he is able in securing the 
best teachers.
